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It has been a busy 
two years as MARC 
president. Thanks to 
the efforts of two great 
officer groups we have 
accomplished a great 
deal. Passing the gavel 
on to Steve Carmean- 
K9DY caused me to 
reflect on two years of 
club accomplishments. 

In the fall of 2007 
we moved the repeater to high ground with 
new antennas, coax, voice controller and 
backup power. Once again we had handheld 
coverage across Johnson County. 
Unfortunately, our hopes of getting the 
Franklin Link up is still in the testing and 
planning process. We expect Repeater 
Trustee Jay Chrisman AAYYP to have 
everything linked by the end of the year. 

We did witness instant success from our 
repeater move. Outlying stations began 
checking in to the Sunday night net. Club 
membership grew at 10 percent each year 
and we put our MARC repeater back on the 
map. 

Getting 501c3 status with the IRS led to 
equipment donations which were used to 
purchase the initial repeater upgrades. A 
grant from the Johnson County Foundation 
led to further upgrades. As we receive radio 
equipment donations we have followed the 
local hamfest circuit to sell the equipment for 
funding future club projects. 

In the last 24-months we have taught 
and licensed nearly 50 new hams. Last year, 
under the guidance of Linda Harshbarger 
KC9GCH, we sponsored three Tech 





with our first ever General Class course. We 
even helped local Boy Scouts earn 
Communication merit badges. Back in the 
club meeting room Brian Murrey KB9BVN 
had many members fire up soldering irons to 
build multi-meter kits. This gave our newer 
hams a better understanding of how 
components are put together. 

Emergency training was high on our list 
of things-to-do. Another five club members 
were trained in CERT classes. Using a 
FEMA grant we added three new radios, 
antennas and digital interfaces to the EOC 
radio room. Adding an 80-meter dipole 
antenna to the mix will complete our 
communications abilities in case of a disaster. 

Being Club Prez for two years put me in 
an ideal position to enjoy the 25th 
Anniversary of the Mid-State ARC. As the 
club’s third president, way back in the 
1980’s, [had an opportunity to invite past 
club presidents and members to our 
February Celebration Breakfast. It was a 
trip down memory lane that gave newer 
members a chance to meet and greet many of 
the hams who actively participated in past 
Field Day and other public service projects. 
We followed up with a day long Special 
Event station in May. Nearly 700 contacts 
were recorded from around the world. We’ ll 
be sending out W9M Special Event QSL 
cards for the next few years. 

I can’t emphasize how much I 
appreciate the support of our officers and all 
the club members who have volunteered for 
the many activities, special events and 
projects. I leave the gavel in Steve’s hand 
knowing he will continue to lead the club 
toward greater growth.

The Indianapolis Radio Club’s 2009 
Hilltoppers 3rd annual Hilltop on the air

One for 
4O meters, another with transverter for 6 
meter SSB, and the third for 6 meter FM, 
and 2 meter SSB/FM. 

All eight other hilltops were contacted 
on multiple modes from Bean Blossom 
overlook. This was a very good location to 
work the other stations in Brown, Hendricks, 
Johnson, Morgan, and Shelby counties. All 
stations were strong on 2 and 6 meters, but 
AO meters was very difficult for nearby 
contacts. 

Results were announced at the October

by only 4 total contacts. MARC members 
made a good showing against some very stiff 
competition.
